Plitarch expreſſes by e941 $row, From 
which. Emphatical Uſe of the word, we may 
without any violence to the Text infer that 
St. Paul would not have Timothy do this as a 
light and indifferent thing ; but to look upon 
it. as his main work and employment, that which 
required his whole thoughts and ſtudy, which is 
confirm'd by the next words, Continue in them.

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A Viſitation Sermon. 5 
may befoc our advantage, to be more. particu- 
larly careful of in our preſent Circumſtances. 

I begin with the firſt point. The great 
nts of taking heed to our ſelves: that is, 
That our Lives be holy and vertuous, and our 
Behaviour innocent and blameleſs. This is 
large ſubje&, and much might be faid upon it ; 
But I ſhall confine what I have to propoſe, to 
two heads, the one drawn from our ſelves abſo- 
lutely cinder d; the other with relation to'thoſe 
who are under our Charge : from a due conſide- 

ration of which will reſult theſe two inferences. 
| I. That weare particularly obliged to a greater 
proportionof Piety and Vertue then other men, if 
we conſider the many advantages we enjoy to- 
wards it. 2. 4f we conſider the ill Effe& our - 
bad Lives will have upon othets. 

1. I fay, if we conſider the advantages we 
enjoy above other men towards Piety and Vertue. 
To hint a little at them. If we look abroad 
into the World we {hall find, -that nothing fe 
much occaſions mens Wickedneſo and Irreligion, 
as their not conſidering Religion and Vertue as 
they ought. They are ſo_ taken up with their 
wordly buſineſs, and their minds. fo -imployed in 
gratifying their paſſions, and pleaſing their fancies, 
in getting of Eſtates, or in ſpending of them, in 


noiſe and hurry, in gallantry or downright labour 
B 2 and 
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"nd toyl, that they have notleaſure to think much 
of ſpiritual, abſtraſted, and ſometimes not very 
agreeable matters. Whereas Our great-bufineſs 
and employment i, to meditate on theſe things, 
to conſider how we may belt repreſent -them to 
men, fo as they may think it worth their pains 
to deny therafelves a little, and to be Religious ; ; 
to lay before them the Rules of a good Lite, 
and- to inſtru them: in the ways of conquering 
their evil Inclinations, and ſubduing their fpiri- 
tual Enemies. Now from all this we may moſt 
jultly infer, that we cannot have that Plea of 
ignorance for our miſcarriages, to which others 
inay pretend, and that our Sins being againſt 
clearer light, and.. with more dchberarion, ſhall 
- be interpreted to have a ereater- degree of 
Malice in. them. We cannot but think that God 
who has-given us much, will require the more 
from us, and not be pleaſed with thoſe imper-- 
tet Eilays of Virtue, . which may be accepted in 
ether men, allowances being [made for their in-- 
firmities ; and indeed- under- the Law, we find 
no Attonement appointed to be! made for Sins: 
of Ignorance in a Prieft.- - Beſides this, we are by 
our yery Profeſſion ont of the Road of many 
Sins, and 'not Aſfulted by many Temprations, 
tos- which other men are expoled ; and conſe- 
yur are more at liberty to be upon 'our 

| Guard- 


Guard, it; thoſe cit = aha wherein we are 
obnoxions. _ And hſtly, we are. more eminently 
ſpiritual, - we .have.the good - gifts of God, 
and the Anorntivg which is from - +: ; tis by 
us that God would plate holineſs among men, 
_ by..us he deſigns to Freg his Throne, and to 
Eſtabliſh . his Dominion in. their hearts. Well 
therefore may He expe, that we be holy, that 
we Obey thoſe Laws, and Submit ro that Go- 
vernment... 

2. \ This will farther appear, if we conſider cur 
felves with reſpet to thoſe who are under our 
Charge, and that upon two accounts. Firft, The 
lamentable. influence which our bad Examples 
will have upon them. . Secondly, Our wickedneſs : 
=o render our Labours unſucceſsfal, and: uſeleſs. 

. We-may. conſider the ilt influcuce which 
our Ryavphen will have upon them. For belides 
that general, Inclination which is in moſt men, . 
to. imitate others: in whiat they fee them do, 
there is ſomething very particular in this Caſe. 
When People take Notice, that one who hath 
the Repute of. a' Learned Conlidering Perlon, 
who declaims Eloquently againſt Vice, and ſpeaks 
great things of Holineſs and-Piety ; does behave 
» himſelf after the rate' of ordinary wicked men z-: 
when they diſcern that he is looke and extrava-- 


gant;.unjuſt in his: dealings, or uncharitable 3 on 
they.

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they not too' apt to argue thus in' their minds} 
This min certainly knows the worſt that will follow 
all thefe things; be eat tell'we ' ave Jure, - all that 
can be ſaid for Religion, and againſt Wicketheſs } 
. he has had more time ant opportunities” of ſtudying 
them to the bottom than-we ;' and doubtheſs he would 
never do thus, did he not Uiſcover ſomething that 
we' dre- not aware of,” were be not convinced that 
all Religion 3s butt a mear Cheat, and a ſort of Engin 
to keep the World in Order. *Tis true, be does 
Teath us other things; ” but then "tis bis Tride to 
do ſo, ' he Lives by it; "ind nuſt \xot be Jo impri- 
dent and falſe to-himfelf, as to lay open the. Im- 
poſture by which he has bis W vahh, He hs often 
told us of Heaven and of Hell, - but we know'that 
/ if there be ſuch Places, or ſlates, of Happieſt and 
Miſery, he muſt be in the on@ or in the other," as 
well as we ; and ſurely, he would” not be 7 ut" 
concern'd for? himſelf, did he not find, that 'tis 
really much eaſier, at leaſt, to arrive at the one, and 
to eſcape the other, Fic 0 the tamely perſwaded. 
Now what do we think will be the iffue ?* will 
not this be a more certain Rule to men' than our 
Sermons, *and will they -not' think that they do + 
enough for themſelves; 'if they'make as ſure of 
Heaven as their Miniſter do's, 'and will an ordi- 
nary Perſon think himſelf bound to keep his 
Conicience ander more. difficult reſkraing *han 
; his 
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his Teacher ? And I wiſh 'twere not too common 
aprinciple among ſome People, that they ſhall 
not Anſwer for what Sins they commit in the Com- 
pany of a Clergy-man, and that none had cauſe to 
{uſpe& that we do, as ſome of the Fathers tell us, 
of the Epicureans, (Clem. Alexandr. Siro nat. lib.s.) 
That they had, quedam 'apnd ſe arcana, neque 
fe pernittere omnibus, ſome Myſteries which 
were not to be. communicated to all. men; and 
that they made to. one another private allow- 
ances of being wicked, whilſt to the world their 
| Principles carry'd' a great ſhew. of Gravity, and 
SeverttY. 

2,. Our Viciouſneſs will defeat all our Studies; 
and make uſeleſs our. moſt elaborate Exhortati- 
ons to Piety. Ariſtotle ( in which he is followed 
by many _) in his maſt excellent Books of Rhe- 
toric, among Arguments fit te perſwade, he 
places that as .the firſt, which conſiſts 6-76.59 
73. ailG, in the manners of. him that. ſpeaks 5 
adding. this for a. reaſon, \ that Vertue gives a 
Man Credit, and prociires |Reputation to what 
he ſhall ſay, werwwmwnko ty mm mavs, Men may: 
refuſe to believe what we talk , but: they are 
as 1t - were forced to believe what we do. And: 
indeed if they think or ſee, that,we take no greats 
care 'to- Practle what we Teach them -to be 
neceſſary, they: will conclude,. that we are not:_ 
ranma perfectly - - 
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perfealy convinced of the Truth of what we 
ſay. Tis ſomething which we deliver. of "#onirſe, 
Sermons we muſt make, and Religion we muſt talk, 
of, but they have no great reaſon to-think” them- 
ſelves. bound to believe us, when they have grounds 
to ſuſpec# that we do not belicoe. our ſelves. And 
therefore as they ſee us do, they will be as 
Religious as the Laws and Cuſtom do make 
them, and is convenient for them, and we ſhall 
never periwade them to more. How can we 
expe&t that men will with 'any patience hear us. 
thunder out- of the Pulpit, Hell and Damnation 
againſt thoſe. Sins, which we unconcernedly 
practiſe? . that they will endure to' be-chid and 
upbraided by us, for what we allow in our ſelves? 
will-not' this raiſe indignation in any one ? and 
may not they {ay to us, $ God: does' to 'the 
| Wicked. Pſal. 50.16. What have ye to do to 
declare Gods Statutes, why do ye preach his Laws, 
and take bis Covenant in your months, whereas 
ye your ' ſelves hate to be reformed, and caſt. his 
words behind you? And will they not deſpiſe, 
and {corn to be- guided by fach Hypocrites, who 
make a ſbew' of: Godlineſs, and preach earneſtly 
for 'it, and Ber to be very zealous for the 
glory of God, and-the honour of Religion, and 
yet-are the greateſt diſhonour to God, and the 
Es milchief and moſt” ſhameful diſtrace to 
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. er ge of a * upon Earth ? I might confirm 
all s out of Hiſtory, how that 
when wickedneſs has Baia | in the Honſe of God, 
a general deprevation' of manners has followed 
gpon it ; that wicked Clergy-men have by their 
evil deeds propagated Impiety, preached men into 
Athei{m, in fine, deſtroyed Religion, and 
ruined their Countrey. - ' Thus it hapneds and 
thus ic 'may happen again. © Gildas tells us, that 
. the "Britains were prepared fo be ruind by 
the Saxons, by their moſt ungodly and abomi- 
nable-Lives : ' which among the People was prin- 
cipally occafioned by the wicked Examples, by 
the Covetuotiſnels, Luxury and Intemperance, 
Symony, Pride and Ambition of the Cler 
And about the middle of the Ninth Century, Yo 
Northumbrian Kingdom in England, was utterly 
deſtroyed by the Danes, and its Towns depopn- 
lated, its Churches and Monaſteries demoliſhed; 
the Cauſes of which ruin and deſolation, Alexin, 
a Learned Monk of thoſe Times, attributes to the 
neral .Corruption of Men, chiefly occafioned 
'the- Vanity; Lewdneſs and Debauchery of 
their Prieſts. - And William of Malmebury fays 
much the ſame, in reference to .the Norman 
Conqueſt; - Thus much - to ſhew, how fax 
we are concerti@ to take heed to our ſelves.

Thirdly, Shall we diſobey our Superiours, vio- 
late the Order of the beſt Conſtictuted Church 
m the World, and turn all into Confuſion, to 
gratifie an unhappy and*giddy Generation of 
Men, . of infinite Opinions, and Diviſions, and 
Sub-divilions, and who Agree in. nothing but 
in their 'unreaſonable Out-cries againſt our poor 
deſpiſed Church ? It muſt be allow'd that many 
| of the Non-conforming Party, are well-meaning 

Men, and. to be vitied, and dealt withal with 
meekneſs and gentleneſs, and all with Chriſtian 
Charity. | Bat it do's not hence follow, that we 
muſt allow them to do what they pleaſe. It do's 
not follow, that we. muſt be Afraid to, defend 
the Dodrines. and Principles of our Church, 'Tis 
roo evident, that even of thoſe well-meanin 
People; many are either of weak under ſtandings, 
or under great prejudices of unpracticable Noti- 
ons, and dividing and diſorderly Principles; and 
by their Crafty or Deluded, their Neceſlitous and 
Seditious, or their Honeſt and Miſtaken, Leaders, - 
inraged againſt us, without. any. Provocation given 
on our fide, unleſs it be that they are not upper- 
moſt, or that we will not-put out. onr Eyes, and 
be willing to be. led by them. I. deſire not'to 
diſparage any. Man, or Party, or tq ſuggeſt oi; 
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ill Opinions of them, farther then their Behaviour 
leads us to; But 1 think of late their Teachers 
have given no great demonſtrations of much 
Learning, or of much Diſcretion. For thoſe of 
them who pretend ro be Scholars, have thele laſt 
two or three Years, ( ſince the Deſigns of Rome 
were ſuppoſed to be diſcovered ) employed their 
Time in publiſhing moſt ſcurrilous' Pamphlets, 
and all the little Stories they could meet with 
againſt the Eſtabliſh'd Clergy. I appeal to any one 
who has uſed to obſerve the Employment of the 
Preſs, whether this be not true. And mult we 
ſuffer our ſelves to be run down with Noile and 
Fury ? Shall They ſend out Books in a taking 
popular way, full of Reproaches and Revilings, 
and ſhall we not dare offer any tlnng in our 
Vindication? And when their Diviſions and Un- 
charitableneſs are like to do the Proteſtant Church 
the greateſt miſchief in the World, ſhall we not 
dare ſpeak againſt them ?- And ſhall a few bold 
Writers, the bottom of whoſe Learning we are 
not- ignorant of, and: who before now, have 
written enough to ſhew, That they do not know 
much more than other Men, ſtrike both - Clergy 
and Univerſities, and as many, and more Learned 
Mea than theſe Kingdoms perhaps were ever 
bleſſed with in one Age, before ; into Silence and 
Amazement ? Let ns be perſwaded neither to 
1D...

imitate, 
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mitate, hor to fear them. Let us not,; uhder 
pretence of Zeal :agamſt Popery, countenance 'or 
ſupport a FaQion' 3 or'out'of a [Project | of -an 
Impoſlible Union, put People m the head to de> 
ſire -that all Ecdicl afiical Laws. be-taken away, 
and that-they be allowed to do: what they pleaſe. 
The Second: Duty L conceive at this tune tobe 
very necelfary; is that of Love and Peace among 
our ſelves.

Brethren, and: Sons' of the ſame Mother, . Let us 
cherefooe Love as.

The third and laſt thing IT ſhall preſume at 
preſent to recommend, 1s an; Exact Obſervation 
in-our- own, Practice ; of | our Eccleſraſtical Con- 
fritntions. | For if we of -theClergy ſhew men the 
way how to: break the Laws of the Church, and m 
the -publick Adminiſtration of Divine Service, 
make our Congregations irregular and difor- 
derly, if we ſhuffle it over toi make'way tor long 
Extempore Harangues of our own, and make for 
our Pariſhes new Rubricks, and new Canons ; 
will not this: harden men-.in their Separation, 
make our | Laws: ideſpifed, - our Government de-- 
famed, .our ſelves reproached, the eftabliſh'd Re- 
1:gion contemn'd, and expoſe the true Sons of the 


Church, and the Conſcientious Obſervers of' its 
| Confſtt-- 


Conſtitutions, to the ſcorn and hatred of the 
People ? Let us not*therefore for our :preſent 
quiet, rhe good will of the vulgar, or for any 
petty advantage, comply with any unreaſonable 
Humour in negle& of our Duty. We ſhall bur 
encourage them to deſire ſtill more, and more 
unreaſonable Compliances 3 and we are much 
miſtaken, if we think to do good by concealin 
any neceſſary Truths, becauſe unpleaſant, an 
by diſobeying the Laws, -out of a Principle of 
Courtſhip and Compliance.* It cannot yet be 
forgotten, that for ſome time before the Late 
Confuſions, many of our Church did give them« 
ſelves much Liberty in deviating from ' our Ec- 
clefiaſtical Conſtitutions, out of tenderneſs, and 
in hopes to gain thoſe Diſlenters, who pretended 
to a little Moderation'; -and in Contemplation of 
theic future Conformity to ſome, did diſpenſe 
with orher Laws. But 1n concluſion, when thoſe 
nice and tender Conſciences, by. Gods juſt Judg- 
© ment on theſe -finful Nations, came to have 
Power in their hands, we know how they uſed 
thoſe very. men who ſo much courted them. 
Experience ihews, that no good ſucceſs is to be 
expetted from: yielding, what in truth is not at 
our diſpoſal, to unreaſonable People : eſpecially 
ſince we'ſee they avow the fame Principles, which 
AQuated the Men of | thoſe Times. - At-:firſt, 
| Epiſcopacy 
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Epiſcopacy was only to be regulated and mo- 
derated, and its Excreſcencies a little reduced, 
the Lyturgie to be purg'd, and a few Ceremo- 
nies left indifferent. But they did not ſtop 
here, when the work was in their own hands; 
Epiſcopacy and the Lyturgie were totally Abo- 
liſh'd, and the moſt ſad and miſerable diſtraQi- 
ons introduc'd, that cver theſe Churches laboured 
under. 

To Conclude : Let us do our own duties, be 
Holy and Innocent in our Lives, Laborious and 
Induſtrious in our Cures, Reſolute and Un- 
ſhaken in our Loyalty and our Faith, in perfe&t 
Love and Charity with one another, and intirely 
Conformable to our Legal” Cotiſtifutions : and 
then if we do not recover thoſe who are Aſtray 
into the Church, yet we ſhall continue our 
ſelves in it; and though we cannot, as we would, 
reſcus them from, yet we ſhall not conſpire with, 
the Wolves and Foxes; and let us not betray the 
moſt Pure and moſt- Reformed Church in*Chri- 
ſtendome, to humor and court a perverſe ſtiff- 
necked Generation, who wilt not be wrought 
upon by any Condeſcentions. Let us be Pious 
and Regular, of a Sober, Meck, and Aﬀable 
Converſation,..let us. diſcountenance the. Hypo- - 
crifie of the Age, by a True and Real Devotion, . 
and diſcredit Falſe and Miſtaken Zeal,” by True -
